"I an not absolutely certain that 


we are, as a clviltiatlon, any belter 
off for our ability to fly," he say*. "I 
think there are many arguments ott 
both side* of that rathtr broad ques- 
tion, bat we- are able to fly. We can- 
not undo what has been done and, 
taking that as a fact, It Is quite pat- 
ently our natlonRl duty to fly better 
than anybody else, and to make every 
possible practical application of this 
new trick which we hate learned." 


Colonel Henderson cites as the out- 


standing accomplishment of the air- 
mail service that San Francisco ha« 
been permanently moved up to within 
34 hour* of New York. On one record 
test this time w»e beaten by almost 
eight hours and the schedule will 
never be longer than the limit now 
set. 


This coMt-to-coaat service, involv- 


ing the (rent hazard of night flying, Is 
now nix months old and Is operating 
regularly seven days a week. Every 
day it Is becoming more popular with 
tho public, and in consequence Is con- 
stantly better patronized. Not every- 
body uses this sen-ice, of course, but 
those who do use ft have learned the 
value of being able to get Important 
mull In New York the day alter It 
leaves San Francisco and they are In- 
sistent that the service be extended 
rather than curtailed. 


What May Ba Aeeompllahad. 


All this hat been accomplished with- 


in six yean alter the establishment 
of the first air mall root* between 
Washington and New York. 
What 


may be done within the, next like 
period Is almost beyond conjecture. 
but perhaps the most Important of the 
things hoped for by departmental au- 
thorities Is that the cost of carrying 
•nil by air will be reduced from S2.S3 
to less than 30 cents per ton tulle. 


This cutting the cost of operation to 


lew than 11 per cent of what it i« non- 
la attacked by some us tlic Or earn of 
visionary, but Colonel Henderson says 
he Is confident It can hi* done. 


"In the 
Ingt analysis," he says, 


"efficiency of transportation may be 
measured by Its cost per ton mile, its 
regularity and dependability, and its 
•peed. The airplane has proved Itself, 
as far a* regularity and speed are con- 
cerned. but much remains to be ac- 
complished In the mutter of cost the 
present cost of operating tb« air mall 
Is altogether too expensive. From now 
forward the most urgent task of the 
Post Office department Is to attempt 
to bring down Oils cost per ton mile. 
This mean* ships with greater carry- 
Ing capacity. That such *hlpfl are pos- 
sible of design and construction, I 
have no doubt 
That they will be 


built and put Into operation I bave 
no doubt," 


With reduced operating cost* the 


department hopes to reduce the sched- 
ule time between coasts, to increase 
the frequency of dispatches, and to 
provide additional service each night 
between »tr York and Chicago. Then 
will come a nation-wide connecting up 
«f an Important centers, with nightly 
seme* between such centers that an 
from 1,000 to 1.400 miles apart 


The next step will be the carrying 


of certain classes of merchandise in 
the air. and. ultimately, the carrying 
of 
passenger*. Colonel 
Henderson 


does not. however, even suggest that 
the airplane will ever become In the 
true tense of the word a competitor of ' 
the railroads.

But that was found impractical and 


It was only through the merest chance 
that the effective system was hit upon' 
Late one night Colonel Henderson was 
:ivisiting a train at a station in n small 
Illinois city. He saw his train coming-, 
or at least he saw the headlight, and 
began to get his baggage together 
when a friend told him that there 
was no hurry, that the train was still 
at least seventeen miles away, and 
tliat the reason he saw It was be- 
canse the track was perfectly straight 
for those seventeen miles and he was 
looking directly Into the headlight of 
the locomotive. 


"Right there we solved at least for 


thfi moment, our problem of lights," 
gays the air mall chief. "All we had 
to do was put a brilliant searchlight 
up in the air and revolve it so that 
at least once in each revolution it 
would shine directly into the eyes of 
the pilot." 


The 'department now has lights, 


operated on this principle, the larger 
of which Is visible on an ordinary 
night for over ISO miles, and the 
smaller for over forty miles.

are thatched with palm leaves mads 
into 
huge shaggy 
Bhtagles. 
The 


houses are built in & straight line with 
a horizontal ridge pole and sloping 
sides which extend practically to the 
floor level. 
T^ear tlie bottom, how- 


ever, sections of the roof are hinged 
so that'they may be raised and propped 
up to admit air. 


Outside the roof along the length of 


the house the floor Is continued to 
make a wide uncovered veranda or 
wooden terrace. 
Bice and clothing 


are placed on'this veranda to dry and 
numerous odd jobs, such as the sharp- 
ening of tools by the men, dying by 
the women, are performed on this 
open-air structure. Ironwood is usual- 
ly employed to construct the veranda 
floor because of Its wslstance to the 
weather. 


Just Inside the roof from the ex- 


posed veranda Is the covered veranda 
or runl which also extends the entire 
length of the house. The floor there 
IK rande of spilt bamboo tied down 
with rattan. No partitions obstruct 
tjie nmi and It Is usually a cool place 
where the Dyaks love to lounge, talking 
or engaging In some indoor occupation 
such as weaving cloth or mata, chop* 
ping firewood or even building boat*. 
Thick mats of cane and bark cover 
the floor. Slab* of stone are let Into 
the floor opposite the quarters of each 
famly to form small fireplaces. Above 
these hearths, among the savages. Is 
displayed the owner's collection of ba- 
nian heads. 


How DraM Fish. 


The Dyaks eat much-fish which they 


catcb in a variety of ways. They mak« 
fish trnps of bamboo and rattan which 
they 'set In streams. Tbey also use 
nets. The mott popular of these Is the 
Join, a circular net with weights about 
Ibe edge, which they cast. Sometimes 
these nets are ns much as 20 feet 
«cro.«*. A hlih degree of skill is shown 
In casting the Join, so that all the 
outer edge tonche* the water at one*. 
The weight* cause the net to close 
about Ihe fish underneath, and the 
catch is hauled up by a rope, one end 
of which Is attached to ihe net while 
the other Is tied Srmlv to the throw- 
er'* wrist.
